SHANGHAI. </P> Chinese au¬ 
thorities said today that a death 
battalion of 1400 Chinese troops 
and more than 3000 Japanese at¬ 
tackers were killed in a battle for 
possession of Tazang, about five 
miles northwest of Shanghai. 

They described the engagement, 
in which Chinese fought to pro¬ 
tect supply bases, as the heaviest 
single encounter in the Shanghai 
area since hostilities began. 

Colonel Chin Ching-Wu, com¬ 
mander of the Chinese force at 
Tazang, had declared they would 
fight to the last man. After 30 
hours of continuous battle against 
Japanese infantry supported by 
planes and naval guns. Colonel 
Chin was killed and his force 
wiped out. 

Resuming the bombing of ci¬ 
vilian areas outside Shanghai. Jap¬ 
anese planes were said to have 
killed and wounded more than 200 
Chinese, mostly peasants.

Tragedy at seat struck again 
offshore from Laguna Beach yes¬ 
terday, leaving a Los Angeles man 
dead, apparently from a heart at¬ 
tack, and a party of six voyagers 
unstrung from a terrifying experi¬ 
ence several miles from land. 

Abner G. Jones, 61, of 529 South 
Wilton place, Los Angeles, was 
aboard the sloop “Aqualove” when 
he suddenly clawed at his chest 
and toppled overboard. His son, 
Byer G. Jones, 25, jumped into the 
water and brought his father 
aboard the boat, which was 
turned about and rushed toward 
Newport. 

ASKS FOR AID 

C. J. Moore of Seal Beach, an¬ 
other passenger on the craft, 
worked steadily for more than an 
hour, atempting to revive Jones 
through artificial respiration. C. 
J. Huntoon, Los Angeles, owner of 
the craft, asked aid of a fast 
cruiser, which rushed to Newport, 
asking aid for the party on the 
slower craft. 

At the harbor entrance the 
cruiser’s pilot shouted the news to 
Frank Vallely in his fast speed¬ 
boat. Vallely rushed to the office 
of Harbormaster T, E. Bouchey, 
who immediately called for Frank 
Crocker, lifeguard chief, and Dr. 
Conrad Richter. 

EFFORTS VAIN 

In the harbor department’s fast 
speedboat the trio went to the 
aid of the distressed party, meet¬ 
ing them before they had entered 
I the harbor. 

Dr. Richter and Crocker worked 
for some time over Jones, who fi¬ 
nally was pronounced dead from 
a heart attack. The body was 
taken to the Dixon mortuary at 
Costa Mesa, where an autopsy will 
be performed, Coroner Earl Abbey 
announced. 

Others aboard the ‘‘Aqualove' 1 
were the dead man’s wife, Mrs. 
Alice B. Jones, Mrs. Huntoon and 
Mrs. Moore.

The operation 
was performed without charge by 
a local surgeon and ail hospitali¬ 
zation was paid for by the league. 
In two weeks Mary was released 
a well child. 

TRANSFUSIONS 

"Then there was Johnny. Life 
hadn’t given him a very good 
start, for when only eight and 
one-half months old he had per¬ 
nicious anemia with complica¬ 
tions. He was admitted to the 
hospital and had four transfu¬ 
sions. The little fellow is getting 
along splendidly. 

“The longest time for which 
the league has provided hospital¬ 
ization was seven weeks. It was 
unusually serious but the little pa¬ 
tient left the hospital well on 
the road to recovery. 

"Then there was Janet, whose 
father and mother had both been 
ill. They also had had other re¬ 
verses. Janet had a chronic kid¬ 
ney ailment. The Assistance 
League provided laboratory tests 
and all hospitalization. A ton- 
silectomy case was another, with 
the patient's father in Sawtelle. 
Three other children have also 
received care. 

SERVICES DONATED 

“Each case has received person¬ 
al attention of Mrs. John Ball, 
chairman of the hospitalization 
committee and her assistants, 
Mrs. Edward M. Hall and Mrs. 
Leonard G. Swales. Seven local 
doctors have donated their serv¬ 
ices. All hospital care has been 
paid for by the league, also op¬ 
eration and laboratory costs when 
necessary.

Federal Allotment 
Made for Campaign 

WASHINGTON. UP I — A $10,- 
000,000 federal health allotment is 
setting the pace this fall for par¬ 
ticipation by business men and in¬ 
dustrialists in the national fight on 
syphilis. 

It is the sum now made avail¬ 
able to the United States public 
health service each year under the 
Social Security act as a means of 
raising health standards, thus re- 
Jucing the drain on social security 
iunds due to illness. 

REASONS TOLD 

The reasoning which congress 
followed in appropriating the 
money has been employed by the 
public health service in the latest 
phase of its year-old campaign 
against the nation’s most prevalent 
disease. 

The goal of this phase, one offi¬ 
cial said, "is to get across to in¬ 
dustrialists the recommendation 
that their Industrial medical serv¬ 
ices should help in the discovery 
and treatment of syphilis.” 

Officials say a minimum of 
$110,000,000 a year goes for treat¬ 
ment. Institutional care for per¬ 
sons with nervous and mental af¬ 
flictions due to syphilis costs about 
$31,000,000. Institutional care of 
the syphilitic blind accounts for 
another $10,000,000. 

HUGE LOSSES 

Additional are the losses In¬ 
curred when skilled workmen are 
stricken and the losses resulting 
from an estimated 44,600 prevent¬ 
able adult deaths annually. 

A part of the government’s so¬ 
cial security health fund is going 
directly into the fight against 
syphilis. 

Maryland arranged the first 
course at Johns Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity a year ago. California, offi¬ 
cials said, has yet to report its «e- 
ection of a school.

Orange county’s rich tourist 
trade is being hurt by arbitrary 
measures adopted by the state mo¬ 
tor vehicle department in stopping 
cars at the state's borders, it was 
charged today by automobile clubs. 

Western motor clubs, including 
the Auto Club of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia office in Santa Ana, have 
started a campaign in opposition 
to state border checking stations 
maintained by motor vehicle offi¬ 
cials in various western states. 

“This activity of motor vehicle 
officials,” it was said in a state¬ 
ment released by Elmer Heidt, 
manager of the Orange county 
branch of the auto club, “was 
started originally as a method of 
welcoming tourists and issuing 
non-resident permits without cost. 

ADVERSE COMMENT 

“Unfortunately the system has 
now developed into a means of 
harassing motor tourists and sub¬ 
jecting them to inquisitive meth¬ 
ods and required payment of fees 
which has produced justifiable 
complaints, resentment and ad¬ 
verse publicity through the East 
detrimental to Southern Califor¬ 
nia. 

“The Auto Club of Southern 
California is protesting most vig¬ 
orously the methods now employed 
by the California department of 
motor vehicles in attempting to 
collect the so-called caravan tax. 
by requiring every motorist enter¬ 
ing the state to stop, submit to 
extensive questioning and the 
making of affidavits to determine 
whether or not any cars are being 
brought into the state for sale. 

ALL ARE STOPPED 

“In spite of definite provisions 
of law, the department of motor 
vehicles is arbitrarily enforcing

Without elections there are few 
party ties.

Under most county manager 
systems—there were seven differ¬ 
ent counties studied—the sheriff, 
district attorney and county clerk 
still are named by the voters. The 
rest are recommended by an ex¬ 
amining board, and appointed by 
the manager. 

To effect economic saving the 
plan features regrouping of all 
functions of the county into five 
departments or divisions, under di¬ 
rection of the manager. Various 
groupings are as follows: 

Finance —All financial affairs 
are consolidated under the depart¬ 
ment of finance, with the director 
of finance appointed by the man-1 
ager of the board. The manager 1 
prepares the budget, subject to ap¬ 
proval by the board of super¬ 
visors. 

Law Enforcement — Features 
abolition of the offices of coroner I 
and constable and places all juris¬ 
prudence under one court system 
and all law enforcement under one

Every morning 
Glo-Glo carries Sikes’ bank de¬ 
posits to the bank. He’s never 
missed yet —and nobody's ever 
robbed him. 

Sikes puts bank book and all 
into Glo-Glo’s mouth and off trots 
the dog. 

Sometimes he is able to reach 
the teller's hand at the regular 
window, by standing on his hind 
legs. But usually Glo-Glo, who 
gets special privileges, walks 
around behind the cages and puts 
the bank book into the hands of 
a certain teller.

the spirit. His life was evaluated 
in the light of the eternal. He 
sought always the happiness of 
others. He went about doing 
good. He was in constant fellow¬ 
ship with the Father in heaven. 
He allowed sin no dominion in His 
life. He said that the way to 
find life was to lose it. The great 
must be the servant of all. He 
taught that the way of life eternal 
is through the sacrifice of Self. He 
was in the world but not of it. 
He was distinctive. He was ec¬ 
centric. That was in part the 
glory of Him. 

CONSTANT PLEA 

“A real Christian today is dis¬ 
tinctive. What matters it if he 
is thought eccentric? That is the 
glory of his profession. It is the 
constant plea of the wordling 
'When in Rome do as the Romans'; 
‘Better be out of life than out of 
style’; ‘Everybody's doing it’; ‘You 
do not want to be a prude, an 
oddity, a kill-joy, a long haired 
pecularity, a fossil.’ ‘Everybody, 
you know, indulges a little at least 
in the dissipations of present life. 
Come on, be a good fellow.’ And 
the distinctive Christian—and he 
cannot be a Christian and not be 
distinctive—replies 'My Christ was 
first and last and always distinc- 


Speaking last evening in his 
own pulpit in connection with the 
annual observance of California 
Christian Endeavor Day, the Rev. 
Albert Eakin Kelley of the United 
Presbyterian church, addressed 
the Christian Endeavors and their 
friends on the theme “Be Dis¬ 
tinctive.” 

He spoke in part as follows: 
“We might have used the term 
•eccentric’ instead of ‘distinctive.’ 
A real Christian will be relatively 
distinctive in a world like ours. 
He will be thought by his world 
to be eccentric. And the thinking 
of his world will be in line with 
the truth. The New Testament 
says as much on many a page. 
Nowhere do we have a definite 
and detailed statement character¬ 
izing, in orderly fashion and with 
completness, the Christian after 
our Christ’s own heart,” 

WHAT HE SAID 

“But we have Christ himself, 
what He said, what He asked, 
what He did. We have the prac¬ 
tical directions given to those in 
after years who believed in Him 
and were called Christians be¬ 
cause they bore His name and 
sought to do His will. 

“And with unmistakable em¬ 
phasis it is stated that a Chris¬ 
tian is ever an eccentric. What 
else can this mean, ‘Be not con¬ 
formed to this world—,’ Paul's 
letter to the Roman Christians? 
Or this 'But ye are a chosen gen¬ 
eration, a royal priesthood, a holy 
nation, a peculiar people,' from 
one of Peter's letters ? Or this 
other word of Paul’s to the Cor¬ 
inthians, ‘Wherefore come out 
from among them and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the rnelean thing; and 
I will receive you?’ The late 
Henry Drummond rightly con¬ 
tended for 'The Eccentricity of 
Religion.’ He had in mind the 
Christian Religion. It was his in¬ 
terpretation that every follower 
of Christ, if he is worthy of such 
a place, must from the viewpoint 
of the world be eccentric. Christ 
was, so must he be. 

CHRIST ECCENTRIC 

"We are familiar with the 
meaning ‘eccentric.’ In mechanics 
it is a device for converting con¬ 
tinuous circular into reciprocating 
rectilinear motion, consisting of 
a disk mounted cut of center on 
a driving shaft, surrounded by a 
collar or strap connected with a 
rod. And so the word comes to 
describe whatever differs from the 
regular or expected course of ac¬ 
tion. The eccentric person re¬ 
volves off the usual and regular 
and expected. They called Christ, 
when he was here, eccentric. They 
said he was ‘beside himself.’ When 
He came here he found nearly all 
men revolving in one circle. There 
was one center to human life that 
was Self. Man’s chief end was 
to glorify Self, and indulge Self, 
and enjoy Self, forever. And so 
there was the world’s sin and 
shame and folly and loss. 

“Now Jesus did not revolve 
about Self at all. He came not to 
do His will but the will of Him 
that sent Him. He humbled Him¬ 
self. He lived for the things of

“Failure of the board system 
lies in the fact that there is no 
single chief administrator to co¬ 
ordinate departmental work, to 
sift the innumerable matters of 
detail which, with the growth of 
county business, lacks a responsi¬ 
ble administrative head. Estab¬ 
lishment of such an office would 
relieve the board of supervisors of 
a mass of administrative detail 
and provide an agency of review 
for matters coming to the board 
from departments, Individual or 
citizen groups." 

DUTIES LISTED 

Under the Los Angeles plan, 
these would be the duties of the 
manager: 

1. He will be responsible to the 
board of administration of such 
of the affairs of the county and 
agencies under the control of the 
board as may be placed in his care; 
he will act in an advisory capacity 
with respect to co-ordination of 
functions and officers, boards and 
commissions not under his juris¬ 
diction; he will have the duty of 
enforcing all ordinances and or¬ 
ders of the board; he will keep the 
board informed on the financial 
condition of the county. • 

2. He will appoint and remove, 
subject to the charter, all officers 
and employes under his control 
and all others not otherwise pro¬ 
vided by the charter. 

3. He will have charge of all 
buildings and grounds, and assign 
quarters and equipment for use of 
all agencies under control of the 
board. 

4. He will advise the board of 
supervisors on all public contracts 
and sec that all contracts made are 
faithfully performed. 

5. He will employ experts, con¬ 
sultants and legal counsel, with 
the approval of the board, and 
with advice of the treasury head. 

7. He will review and analyze 
all petitions for creation and for¬ 
mation of special districts of pub¬ 
lic works and county counsel, and 
will make recommendations to the 
board regarding such districts.

Cranberries 
Add Gay 
Touch 

By JUDITH WILSON 

At last we know that Fall is 
really here. Bright red cran¬ 
berries are on the stands of every 
grocer or fancy fruit dealer. They 
remind us, not only of the good 
things that can be made from the 
cranberries themselves, but of 
savory stuffings, tasty squash and 
sweet potato dishes that will soon 
join them to accompany richly 
browned roast turkeys, duckling 
and fowl. 

There is something thrilling 
about planning October’s company 
dinners when you can include 
cranberries and other colorful 
fruits and vegetables: 

CRANBERRY COCKTAIL 
6 cups cranberries 
6 cups water 
1 >/ 2 cups sugar 
Spice to taste 

Wash and pick over the berries. 
Add the water, cover and cook 
until the skins pop open. Strain 
through a cheesecloth. Heat the 
Juice to the boiling point, add the 
sugar and boil about 2 minutes. 
Chill thoroughly before serving. I 
like to shake the juice in a cock¬ 
tail shaker with a dash of cinna¬ 
mon and allspice before serving, 
although this is a matter of taste. 
The remaining cranberry pulp can 
be pressed through a sieve, more 
sugar added and then cooked to 
the jelly stage. Pour into small 
molds to harden.

William Cody, the famous Indian 
scout and plainsman known as 
“Buffalo Bill,” never saw a buffalo 
in his life—nor have you ever seen 
one pictured on the back of an 
American “buffalo nickel.” 
Strange as it seems, the animal 
from which “Buffalo Bill” got his 
nickname, the same one pictured 
on a “buffalo nickel,” isn’t a buf¬ 
falo at all. It’s an American 
bison, quite a different animal 
than the one to which the name 
buffalo is properly applied. 

Real buffalo are not to be found 
in America. They are a type of 
heavy oxen, common in the tropics 
of the Old World and long domes¬ 
ticated in the Orient. The Amer¬ 
ican bison differs widely from the 
true buffalo in both appearance 
and habits. 

“Buffalo Bill won his misnomer 
by shooting 4280 bison in 18 
months, 1867-68, when employed to 
furnish meat for the Kansas Pa¬ 
cific Railway construction gang.

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Propaganda vs. Democracy 

Organized this month is the Institute for Propaganda 
Analysis, a formal attempt to detect and classify propa¬ 
ganda in the United States. 

Heading the board of directors of the Institute is 
Charles A. Beard, American historian. 

Few of us realize the extent to which propaganda, di¬ 
rect and subtle, regulates our thoughts. Through the use 
of propaganda, democracy, for instance, has been stran¬ 
gled in modern Europe.

Propaganda is the use of communication to influence 
opinion. We cannot offhand condemn all propaganda. It 
is possible to use it for good purposes such as public edu¬ 
cation, reduction of our high automobile death toll, peace, 
economic and political progress. It is also possible to use 
it for immoral purposes such as propagation of war, denial 
of democratic ideals, fostering economic and political 
retrogression. 

It is up to Americans to understand propaganda in 
order to guard against that which threatens their peace 
and happiness. Had we understood propaganda before we 
entered the World war, history might have omitted us 
from the debacle of Europe. 

The important thing to remember is this: Don’t be¬ 
lieve everything you read or hear. Investigate. Compare. 
Look for reasons. Be skeptical.

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Speaking of the growth of the 
vigilante movement which the 
C. I. O. has viewed with alarm in 
its convention in Atlantic City, 
what would you call the tactics of 
the C. I. O. in Youngstown and 
Bethlehem last June and in Hazle¬ 
ton, Pa., in August ? 

Notwithstanding attempts to 
terrorize them into joining the 
C. I. O., numbers of American 
workmen in the steel plants of 
Youngstown and Bethlehem held 
aloof and insisted on their right 
to keep their jobs. Nobody had 
the gall to deny that this was 
their right, but the C. I. O. was 
just going to trample it, anyway. 
But the pickets were unable to in¬ 
timidate the men, so threats -were 
made in each case that a large 
force of outsiders would be 
marched in to reinforce those who 
were on strike outside the gates. 

These mobile forces were not 
mere orators or silent marchers 
who would appeal to reason. They 
would come in to close the plants 
by the same sort of force that is 
so solemnly deplored as criminal 
when it is used against strikers. 
And it is criminal, no question, 
whether in a massacre of strikers 
in Chicago or in a somewhat more 
bloody and, if anything, more sav¬ 
age, massacre of workmen in Her¬ 
rin, III. 

Having failed to organize 
enough of the Youngstown and 
Bethlehem steel workers to close 
the plants, the C. I. O. then let it 
be understood that terrific vio¬ 
lence, bloodshed and butchery 
would occur if troops were not 
sent in to close them. 

* * * 

LIKE A YEGG 

The non-strikers had a right to 
protection from their government 
in this emergency, but the C. I. O. 
demanded instead that the troops 
be used to enforce the unlawful 
will of a private and unofficial 
super-government. It was as 
though a yegg intent on robbing 
a bank had sent a wire to the gov¬ 
ernment saying, “Unless you send 
cops to get the employes out of 
the bank there will be terrific vio¬ 
lence, bloodshed and butchery.’’ 

The case was even more fla¬ 
grant in Hazleton, where a com¬ 
mittee of workers of the Suplan 
Silk Corp. signed a petition declar¬ 
ing that they rejected the C. I. O. as 
their bargaining agent and wanted 
to go back to work, were answered 
by a proclamation from Hugh V. 
Brown, president of district seven 
of John L. Lewis’ United Mine •, 
Workers, declaring the petition to 
be “one of the lowest and filthiest 
insults that could be handed to 
the United Mine Workers and or¬ 
ganized labor in general and one 
that will not go unchallenged.” 

For vigilantism Mr. Brown’s 
proclamation is a museum piece. 
“Let it be known,” it said, "by 
each and every signer of the peti¬ 
tion that the United Mine Workers 
in this region will not permit 
faithful workers independent or¬ 
ganizations or communism to en¬ 
ter Hazleton or any territory with¬ 
in the confines of district seven." 

The reference to communism 
appears to have been lagniappe, 
for certainly it is not characteris¬ 
tic of communists to proclaim a 
desire to return to work and there 
is nothing anywhere in the corre¬ 
spondence which suggests that 

communism was involved. 

* * * 

REAL VIGILANTEISM 

"Any member of the United 
Mine Workers who has a wife, 
daughter, brother or son who is 
a signer of this petition should 
and will pay strict attention to 
this statement,” Mr. Brown’s proc¬ 
lamation continues, “for on it de¬ 
pends his membership in the 

United Mine Workers. This or¬ 

ganization will not permit any of 
its members to continue to hold 
membership who allows any mem¬ 
ber of his family to scab in an 
open shop such as the Suplan silk 
mills. Let every mine worker be¬ 
ware, for he will not be allowed 
to enter any mine or colliery if he 
permits any member of his family 
to return to the Suplan silk mills 
unless signed by the legitimate la¬ 
bor organization.” 

Thus, the C. I. O. mine workers 
would have arbitrarily extended 
their authority to control workmen 
who had rejected the C. I. O. on a 
theory that anyone who joined the 
mine workers joined for his whole 
family. 

That wages, hours and conditions 
were bad in the silk mill, as they 
are in most silk mills, would be be¬ 
side the point. One group of work¬ 
ers had to submit to the will of 
another group in another industry 
or take serious consequences. 

It is easy to agree with the 
C. I. O. that the vigilante move¬ 
ment is a dangerous development. 
Feeling so, the C. I. O. might take 
the initiative.

Fireside-chat, special session 
aimed to quell rising economic 
hysteria: Merry-Go-Round be¬ 
gins diagnosis of market slump, 
pessimism of business; heavy in¬ 
dustries curtailing orders; re¬ 
tailers likely to feel drop next; 
Roosevelt found agricultural 
rosy, industrial East in a blue 
funk. 

WASHINGTON. — Behind the 
President’s rosy - tinted fireside 
chat and the calling of a special 
session of congress was one all- 
important motive—the heading off 
of a further stock market slump 
and the first tinges of the attend¬ 
ant economic hysteria which has 
crept into Eastern industrial cen¬ 
ters. 

The international situation also 
was in the President's mind, but 
the domestic economic situation 
v.-as uppermost. 

Toward the closing days of the 
last congressional session, when 
the crop control bill still was bur¬ 
ied in the dust of the house ag¬ 
riculture committee, Joe Kennedy, 
dynamic chairman of the mari¬ 
time commission, went to Roose¬ 
velt and urged the immediate pas¬ 
sage of that bill. 

“Here we are faced with a tre¬ 
mendous cotton crop, Mr. Presi¬ 
dent,” said Kennedy, who is one 
of Roosevelt’s closest friends, 
“and if farm prices drop, and the 
buying power of the farmer falls 
off, the whole industrial East is 
going to be thrown out of gear. 
We can’t afford to let farm in¬ 
come go into a tailspin.” 

Roosevelt's push for the pas¬ 
sage of the crop control bill be¬ 
gan with that interview. 

The things the President saw 
on his Western trip made him ex¬ 
tremely optimistic, but the min¬ 
ute he got back to the White 
House he was surrounded with 
brows furrowed over the stock 
market. He had already made up 
his mind to call an extra session. 
Suddenly, on his return, he added 
the fireside chat. 

Reasons for this were not men¬ 
tioned, but actually the chat was 
calculated to throw out an aura 
of confidence to the moguls of 
big business who have been cur¬ 
tailing orders as if the country 
were headed into a dark blue 
Hoover funk. 

* * * 

BUSINESS PICTURE 

Sometimes the stock market is 
a barometer of business, some¬ 
times it is not. This time the 
market knew that a slump was 
coming, or else the market’s un¬ 
certainty helped induce a slump. 

For, behind the $15,000,000,000 
of values squeezed from securi¬ 
ties during the last two months, 
are some none too encouraging 
factors. Here are some of them: 

STEEL—The backlog of orders 
in the steel industry has been 
pretty well used. Official figures 
show steel operating at 63 per 
cent. However, Philip Murray of 
CIO’s Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee, who keeps his ear 
closer to the ground than any fig¬ 
ures, estimates Pittsburgh steel 
mills operating only 45 per cent. 
Mills making light steel are oper¬ 
ating almost full time. 

RAILROADS — Have stopped 
all steel orders, are manufactur¬ 
ing no more cars, have laid off 
their shop men to such an extent 
that they haven’t been able to sup¬ 
ply enough coal cars in the West 
Virginia bituminous field. How¬ 
ever, this may be deceptive. One 
motive for the recession probably 
is to bluff the brotherhoods with 
whom they are now wage dicker¬ 
ing; also to bluff the interstate 
commerce commission with which 


l they are rate dickering. 

TEXTILES — Southern cotton 
mills are running two and three 
days a week. Most of them pro- 
| duced their fall goods in the 
j spring, when cotton was 14 cents 
J a pound. Now that cotton is 8 
I cents, they must sell at a loss. 

I ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT— 
Operating for the most part at ca¬ 
pacity. However, there has been 
such a shortage of skilled work¬ 
ers in this industry, that some of 
the big power companies ordered 
dynamos, turbines, etc., two years 
in advance, to be sure of delivery. 
Some of these orders now are be¬ 
ing cancelled. 

AUTOMOBILES Production 
is holding up, due partly to the 
scarcity caused by last spring’s 
j strikes, but no forecast is possible 
j until November after the public 
has seen the new models. 

CAPITAL GOODS- Industries 
in general enjoyed a good year, 
but began curtailing orders in 
midsummer, apparently afraid of 
a slump. This curtailment has af¬ 
fected other industries. Also the 
psychology has spread. 

SHOES August and September 
usually are the peak production 
months in preparation for the win¬ 
ter buying, but reports to the 
CIO, which follows these things 
closely, show shoe factories oper¬ 
ating only about two or three days 
a week. 

CLOTHING — Both the Amal¬ 
gamated Clothing Workers and 
the International Ladies Garment 
Workers, whose figures do not lie, 
report usual peak production sea¬ 
son. 

FUR INDUSTRY—Is in the 
same category. 

RETAIL SALES—Are excellent. 
September was better than expect¬ 
ed in all consumers’ goods. How¬ 
ever, retail sales always feel a 
slump two or three months after 
the heavy industries. Thus shoes 
and clothing still are selling as 
well as ever, but the retailer is us¬ 
ing up his stocks, is not buying 
from the factory. 

This is the picture which has 
been trickling in to the financial 
soothsayers in Wall Street long be¬ 
fore it reached the country through 
which Roosevelt traveled, causing 
them to dump stocks by the buck¬ 
et-load. 

Nevertheless the picture is not as 
black as appears from the above. 
The more optimistic factors, to¬ 
gether with a diagnosis of the 
causes of the market slump, will 
follow in this column in the near 
future.

1 and he will probably be on hand, 
at least in his customary role as 
an impuissant observer. 

It seems that there has been 
rank violation of all the treaties 
concocted during the last 20 
years; that one treaty-maker has 
conquered another and that an¬ 
other treaty-maker is at the same 
bloody business; that something 
ought to be done to recover from 
depression the great international 
indoor s p o ■ t, treaty - making, 
which, under present conditions, 
indicates a trend by mankind to¬ 
ward war, economic chaos and na¬ 
tional barbarism. 

We already have Washington in¬ 
formation as to Uncle Sam’s at¬ 
titude at Brussels. As President 
Roosevelt seems to doubt the pos¬ 
sibility of our neutrality and iso¬ 
lation, in case of war, Uncle Sam’s 
attitude at Brussels ought to be 
considerable of an attitude, and 
we have this from Washington in 
advance: 

“State Department officials in¬ 
dicate that they do not favor eco¬ 
nomic sanctions or a boycott 
against Japan, but prefer instead 
to ‘quarantine’ Japan with purely 
moral suasion such as a consoli¬ 
dation of world moral opinion on 
condemning Japan’s aggression in 
China.” 

You can see Uncle’s attitude 
quite clearly, can you not? He 
will not favor sanctions, boycott 
or other measure wearing teeth 
or that the Japanese won't sneer 
at. He will boldly stand for ap¬ 
plying "purely moral suasion,” 
“consolidation of world moral 
opinion” upon a robber whose 
hands reek with the blood of wom¬ 
en, children and other innocent 
non-combatants. Sounds Wilson¬ 
ian, doesn’t it? The world is not 
made safe for democracy. The 
self-determination of the Ethio¬ 
pians, Chinese and some other 
peoples is dead or dying. 

Not moral obligation, or treaty 
obligation motivates the violators 
of moral or international law but 
trade greed and real estate greed. 
The hold-up fellow who puts a 
gun to your nose and demands 
your purse is not reformed by 
your calling attention to his moral 
obligation. His concern is about 
a court with power to enforce its 
decrees. It is the same with na¬ 
tions greedy for other people’s 
property. There is no world court 
with power and determination to 
enforce its decrees. 

A great reception will be due 
Uncle Sam upon his return from 
Brussels. He will land covered 
with the glory of having done his 
best which has amounted to al¬ 
mighty little ever since he crossed 
the Atlantic as a peace - maker 
with muskets.
